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THE STORY OF THE OPERA 
IL TROVATORE 


About thirty years before the opera opens the Count di Luna had two 
infant sons, one of whom was bewitched by a gypsy woman. The child re- 
covered ; the gypsy was arrested and burned alive. 

Azucena, the gypsy's daughter, seeking to avenge her mother's death, 
stole the second child, Manrico, intending to burn him to death, but by mistake 
she burned her own child instead. She kept Manrico and brought him up as 
her own son. 

When the Opera begins, Manrico is a soldier-minstrel (troubadour) and 
his brother is the Count di Luna, Minister to the King of Aragon. Both are 
in love with Leonora, and Manrico has made an enemy of the Count by supporting 
a pretender to the throne. 


ACT 1 

Scene l. The Palace Courtyard. Ferrando, a Captain in the Count's 
army, tells the soldiers of the gypsy witch, of the Count's love for Leonora, 
and of a mysterious knight (Manrico) who serenades her. 

Scene 2. The Palace Gardens. Leonora tells her maid (Inez) of her love for 
Manrico. When she goes in the Count appears. Manrico is heard serenading 
Leonora. Then the rival lovers meet. When Leonora comes out she mistakes 
the Count for Manrico, whereupon the latter uncovers his face, revealing himself 
as the Count's enemy in love, as in war. They fight a duel. 


ACT Il 

Scene |. A gypsy encampment. Manrico, nursed by Azucena, has re- 
covered from his wounds. She tells him the story of her mother’s death. When 
he tells her an inward voice persuaded him to spare the Count’s life in the duel 
she urges him to pursue the Count to the death. Ruiz (a soldier in Manrico’s 
army) brings a message that Leonora, having received false news of Manrico’s 
death, is about to enter a convent. Despite Azucena’s pleas Manrico rushes off 
to Leonora. 

Scene 2. A convent cloister. The Count di Luna has come to carry off 
Leonora as she goes from the convent to the Church for her reception. Manrico 
arrives in time to rescue her. 


ACT Il. 

Scene |. The Count’s Camp. The Count is about to attack the fortress 
of Castellor where Manrico and Leonora have taken refuge. Azucena, searching 
for Manrico, is captured by the Count’s men. Ferrando recognises her as the 
gypsy witch’s daughter and also ascertains that she is Manrico’s mother. 

Scene 2. Inside the fortress of Castellor. Manrico and Leonora are about 
to be wedded when Ruiz announces the capture of Azucena. Manrico rushes out to 
rescue his mother. 


ACT IV 

Scene |. Outside the Prison. Manrico, who has been captured and 
condemned to death, is imprisoned with his mother. Outside, unknown to him, 
Leonora answers his farewell to her. The other prisoners chant the '' Miserere.”” 
The Count comes out and Leonora pleads with him for Manrico’s life. He grants 
it on condition that she will be his. Leonora agrees to this, but while he goes 
to give orders to admit her to see Manrico she swallows a slow poison. 

Scene 2. Inside the Prison. Azucena and Manrico await their fate. Leonora 
rushes in, tells him of his reprieve and urges him to fly, but he, suspecting her 
sacrifice, refuses to leave her. — While they argue the poison works and she dies 
at his feet. The Count comes in and in a rage orders Manrico’s instant execution, 
forcing Azucena to witness it. His exultation is changed to horror when she tells 
him that he has slain his own brother and that at last her mother is avenged.
